CHICAGO, JUNE 11, 1904. 
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Tue ending of the gold export movement, which 
now appears to be in sight, will doubtless promptly 
be followed by a closer adjustment of the money mar- 
ket to domestic conditions. There is less call for 
money from the customary quarters, owing to the 
shrinkage in general business and to the constriction 
in dealings in the speculative markets but there is an 
enormous demand from corporations especially the 
railroads and the government by reason of the excess 
of expenditures over revenues will soon have greatly 
reduced its deposits in national banks. 








Tue foreign trade in iron and steel will show in the 
fiscal year which ends with the present month a 
marked contrast compared with that of last year. The 
imports of iron and steel in the fiscal year 1903 were 
the largest since 1891, and with the exception of that 
single year, the largest since 1883. In the fiscal year 
1904 they will be but about one-half those of 1903. 
During the ten months ending with April last the to- 
tal imports amounted to but $23,075,084, as compared 
with $43,332,714 in the same period of last year. In 
practically all articles of iron and steel imported there 
has been a marked reduction both in quantity and 
value as compared with 1903, but this is most strong- 
ly marked in pig iron, which alone shows a reduction 
of more than 10 million dollars, while steel ingots, 
blooms, and bars show a reduction of 5 millions. 

On the other hand, exports of iron and steel show 
a material increase. In the ten months ending with 
April, 1904, the total exports of iron and steel, as 
shown by the reports of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics, amount 
to $89,094,415 against $79,839,462 in the correspond- 
ing months of the preceding year—an increase of 
nearly 11 million dollars; while the single month of 
April shows an increase of about one and a half mil- 
lions as compared with April, 1903. This suggests 
that the exports of iron and steel in the full fiscal year 
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will considerably exceed 100 million dollars, though 
it is hardly probable that they will reach the figures of 
1901, when the total was 117 millions, or of 1900, 
when the total was 122 millions. 








A STRANGE commentary on the standards 

Unionism ae ‘ ? . 

and Wage °*!Sting in the world of labor is found 
Equalization, 1 the fact that the recent imbroglio be- 

tween the sheet metal workers and 
coppersmiths of New Orleans and their employers is 
declared by the Master Sheet Metal Workers to be an 
absolute and overwhelming victory, while the sheet 
metal workers admit that it was a signal defeat. The 
unions of these two trades in that southern city struck 
for an increase in wages, which the master sheet 
metal. workers- and coppersmiths refused to grant. 
Finally however the men returned to work, their em- 
ployers agreeing to raise the wages of the more com- 
petent men as individuals. 

Here we have a case in which men struck for more 
wages and received in some cases even more wages 
than they asked for, and yet consider themselves thor- 
oughly beaten. Why is this? Is it not because the 
aim, and we may even go so far as to say the funda- 
mental principle, of unionism is that the wages of all 
should be equalized, irrespective of experience, ability, 
aggressiveness or, to epitomize the matter, the worth 
of the individual workman to this employer? The 
American employer, as a rule, makes far less protest 
against paying high wages than his old world com- 
petitor, but in the purchase of labor, as of any other 
commodity, the purchaser desires to get value received. 
One of the most vital 6bjections of the manufacturing 
world against unionism in general is that the union 
by fundamentally preaching the doctrine of one wage 
for all, takes away from the employer all opportunity 
to stimulate interest in his business among his em- 
ploves through discrimination manifested through the 
medium of the pay envelope. 

Talk to a union man on the street. Ask him what 
his union stands for, and the chances are that you will 
be told in nine cases out of ten that the particular union 
to which he belongs is formed to raise the wages in his 
particular industry, in order that the workers in that 
industry can keep pace with the increased cost of liv- 
ing. This New Orleans case shows the fallacy of this 
general statement of the raison d’etre of the trades 
union. It shows that the purpose of these organiza- 
tions is not to raise wages along the lines which are 
of the greatest benefit to the industry taken as a unit, 
and hence to all workers in that particular sphere, 
however lowly or however exalted their work may 
be, but is designed to distribute what economists of 
certain schools designate as the wage fund on a strictly 
socialistic basis, giving to the drones money which vir- 
tually belongs to their industrious fellow workers. This 
handicaps the manufacturer whose shop is “closed” 
by compelling him to take the charred end of the 
stick as compared with his brother manufacturer who 
runs an “open shop,” because the latter, owing to 
the conditions under which he runs his business, will 
naturally secure a larger percentage of those work- 
men, who are worth more than the average wage pre- 
scribed by unionism.

What difference does it make, anyway, whether you 
can or not? You know they are all goods of a cer- 
tain standard, extensively advertised, and you can 
get them in any leading place where that particular 
kind of goods are sold. You may go on year after 
year calling for certain brands of soap or flannel un- 
derwear and making the manufacturers richer and 
richer without knowing who they are. The buying 
public, even the retail world, know the goods better 
than they do the manufacturers thereof, and where a 
manufacturer has made a certain line of goods of su- 
perior merit in a certain shape, certain size, certain 
style and certain color for years the people who buy 
that class of goods come unconsciously to recognize 
these peculiar markings in a vague way as an ear- 
mark of quality. Is a manufacturer entitled to protec- 
tion in these peculiar earmarks of his property? Or, 
on the other hand, is that protection granted through 
patents, copyrights, trade marks, etc., al! that a manu- 
facturer can have? Has competition a right to pounce 
on any piece of manufacturing ground for which the 
owner cannot show abstract and deed or is there some- 
thing akin to “squatter sovereignty” in the manufac- 
turing world which must be recognized as a vested 
right? An interesting case along these lines is that of 
the Enterprise Mfg. Co. of Pennsylvania vs. Landers, 
Frary & Clark, decided on June 3d last. In 1874 the 
former firm commenced the manufacture of coffee 
mills in a noticeable pattern with which the hardware 
trade are pretty thoroughly familiar. 

These mills did good service and the demand for 
them grew. Isaac Jones, after serving as a clerk in 
David Smith’s grocery store, saved up a portion of his 
wages and started in business for himself. What more 
natural than that when he went to the hardware house 
tolay in some supplies and saw one of the identical cof- 
fee mills he often had sent twirling around at Smith’s 
that he should buy it instead of experimenting with 
some other brand? 

In those early days the Enterprise people had a pa- 
tent on this mill, but after seventeen years the patent 
ran out, and in the course of time Landers, Frary & 
Clark commenced manufacturing a coffee mill, which 
in the opinion of Judge Lacombe of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, was “a Chinese copy” of the 
Enterprise mill. 

Why not? There was a demand for coffee mills of 
the Enterprise type. They were unprotected by pa- 
tent, copyright or trade mark, and not being complicat- 
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ed it was an easy thing to turn them out all ready to 
have the wheels go round. This butting in was not 
enjoyed by the Enterprise people and they consulted .a 
firm of good lawyers who set to work to establish the 
principle that a duplication of another firm’s work. is 
an infringement of their vested rights and that they 
succeeded is shown by Judge Lacombe’s scorching 
words: “Defendants overlooked the fact that a court 
of equity will not allow a man to palm off his goods 
as those of another, whether his misrepresentations are 
made by word of mouth or, more subtly, by simulating 
the collection of details of appearance by which the 
consuming public has come to recognize the product 
of his competitor.” 

Of course if Landers, Frary & Clark had painted 
their wheels a light robin’s egg blue, their hopper a 
deep chocolate and their base a delicate maroon; if 
they had made their hopper octagonal instead of round 
and had adopted a Moorish design for the iron work 
in the base, the Quaker City people would have been 
powerless, but as the two mills when placed side by 
side looked ltke Siamese twins to the judicial eye, this 
new chapter in commercial law was written. 

* * * 


I notice a very excellent little argument on the 
perennial question of quality vs. price in a recent 
number of “Graphite,” the little house organ issued 
by the Jos. Dixon Crucible Co., Jersey City, N. J. 
This argument consists in pointing out the fallacy of 
a firm manufacturing phonograph records who object- 
ed to paying the price asked by this New Jersey con- 
cern for their graphite, although admitting that it was 
very good. It should be borne in mind that the quantity 
of graphite used on a record is a mere bagatelle, a 
pound lasting no one knows how long, and going into, 
no one knows how many records. And for the sake 
of saving an amount which cannot be very large, 
this phonograph firm are jeopardizing their reputation 
and rendering themselves liable to heavy losses through 
defective records. The right kind of a firm cognizant 
of the difference that the different grades of graphite 
might make, would take the better grade every time, 
figuring on it as a matter of insurance, if nothing 
else. :

X-ray machine in front of your hardware store, he 
could probably tell what was contained in most of 
the drawers in your store and this would minimize 
the necessity for window display and local advertising 
on your part. Query: How many X-ray machines 
are there in your old town, anyway?

Dip you ever know a man who carried a $5,000 or 
$10,000 life insurance policy in order to protect his 
wife and children after he was dead, and who shut up 
like a clam every time his wife asked for information 
about the way he ran his business? There are plenty 
of. dignified looking, but nevertheless fool men who 
think it beneath them to give their wife any business 
detail. One day, wifee becomes a widow and she al- 





























































































lows designing and unscrupulous creditors, sharp law- 
yers, dead beat customers, mortgage loan sharks, 
insurance adjusters and other harpies who prey on the 
widows and the fatherless to mulct her out of a goodly 
portion of the business which her husband wore his 
life out in building up; all this could have been easily 
avoided if Mr. Man had only spent a little spare time 
in giving his wife a few practical pointers.

MANY a man who rides in an automobile would 
probably have to walk if he invested as often and as 
judiciously in backing his judgment as to the relative 
speed of horses as some of those people do who mut- 
ter enviously about a mushroom aristocracy as they 
catch the whiff of his gasolene smell.

Is not Dick’s dollar and Harry’s dollar as good as 
Tom’s dollar? Yet many hardware dealers treat Tom 
with more courtesy than they do Dick or Harry simply 
because he drives a finer carriage, wears better clothes, 
or lives in a finer house. i

THERE is probably no merchant living who would 
with malice aforethought cause a customer to wince 
and leave his store in an offended mood by stepping 
on his pet corn, and yet thousands of merchants lose 
trade unwittingly by cruelly wounding customers’ feel- 
ings by untimely racial, religious or political quips or 
innuendos, or by what is generally termed in the coun- 
try “joshing.”

Ir every hardware dealer in the country should pay 
to me the difference between the actual cost of run- 
ning his business during 1903 and what he thought 
it cost him, I could endow a home for superannuated 
hardware clerks with at least a million dollars and 
have enough left to buy a steam yacht and live at a 
hotel where, by merely rubbering out of my own bed- 
room door, I could see folks like J. Pierpont Morgan 
and John W. Gates passing through the hall.

From the Philadelphia Ledger of May 29th, 1904, 
I learn that “stove manufacturers from different sec- 
tions of the country will meet in the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, New York, in annual convention about the 
middle of June. Matters of vital interest to the trade 
will be discussed.” 

* * * 

Tue Texas Fire Prevention Association are trying 
to secure legislative enactments prohibiting hardware 
stores from having too much fixed ammunition, such 
as loaded shells, among their stocks of goods. This 
is one of those cases where it appears to the writer 
that the golden mean of Horace comes into play. On 
the one hand, ammunition should not be handled with 
that same graceful abandon as regards possible fires 
that can be bestowed on blooms or billets; but on the 
other hand, a few panicky restrictions on the handling 
of shells and similar goods is liable to work a severe 
and unnecessary hardship on the handlers and users 
of firearms, and to introduce a disagreeable feature 
with the hardware jobbing business. The retail hard- 
ware dealer who writes to his jobber for a very small 
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quantity of some such common article as nitro-powder 
and is told that “We are sorry but we are just out,” 
is apt in the future to accept at a screw discount the 
truthful tales which the jobber’s drummer tells him 
about the large stock of goods which his house always 
keeps on hand. 

* * + 

At THE Cedar Rapids meeting of the lowa Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, the merits of the Boaz 
steel range came up and one dealer known as very 
well to do said: “My wife would not have any range 
but the Boaz in the house, but I sell the Naomi line. I 
have made good profits from it for 8 years, so why 
should I change? I have given my neighbors a Naomi 
education, why should I take up the work of giving 
them a Boaz education when it might fizzle?” 

In this case the enterprise of the traveling man who 
sold the dealer’s wife a Boaz on very advantageous 
terms, trusting to secure the husband’s attractive busi- 
ness, proved to be love’s labor lost. Some stove sales- 
men are part of the “fringe” at every hardware conven- 
tion, showing a full line of samples. Others go so far 
as to carry stoves with them from town to town, put- 
ting them up wherever practical and thoroughly ac- 
quainting the dealer with the way they work with a fire 
in them. Other stove salesmen flit gayly from burg to 
burg equipped with a clean collar, half a dozen photo- 
graphs and an order book. 

Which way is the better? It is hard telling. Unlike 
Aesop’s fable, it is not the ant that also scores on the 
butterfly—both seem to win out and to secure higher 
salaries or at least retain their positions. One of the 
butterfly boys said to me: “It does not pay to carry 
stoves along in your grip sack. In the first place you 
lose so much time getting it set up, and you are at the 
mercy of the hotel porters, draymen, delayed freiglit, 
etc.—in fact, if you are going to carry stoves around 
the country the only cheap way is to pattern after the 
steel range peddlers and hire a horse and wagon. In 
the second place stove styles change. The salesman 
has to do his laborious educative work over year after 
year and an unnecessary $2,000 or $3,000 a year added 
to your expense account necessitates the sale of a great 
many more stoves in the course of a year.” 

One of the ants said: “I know it is hard work to 
show goods, but the man who wins the trade to-day is 
the man who goes after it most strenuously. It takes 
time, work, money and ingenuity to show a dealer a 
stove in operaticn, but once that is done he is “shown” 
in the good old Missouri way, and he believes what I 
tell him, because he has seen it with his own eyes. The 
stove salesman who uses photographs and a miniature 
nickel plated casting may be fluent and accurate, but 
Kis statements will be discounted where mine are not. 
Then my trade, although hardly earned, sticks. A cus- 
tomer who is attracted by your personality will be at- 
tracted by some other man’s personality, but the man 
who is attracted to your goods is rarely enticed away 
by your competitor. 

“Of course, I can narrate cases from my own expe- 
rience where the dealer’s wife uses my stove and the 
dealer will not carry it, but on the other hand I gain a 
hearing from hundreds of dealers where my photo- 
graph friend is turned down.”

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The Trading Stamp Evil 


The recent passage of a law in New York State forcing trading stamp companies to redeem 
their stamps in cash, suggested to the editor the idea of securing the views of representative 
hardware dealers as to the feasability of this and other methods of combating this evil 


These views are given herewith. 


SHOULD ORGANIZE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


Chas. Johnson, Barberton, O., writes: 

I am not a stump speaker or orator with the pen, but will 
try in a feeble way to give you my ideas in regard to trading 
stamps. In answer to question No. 1, I think a law in Ohio 
would be very satisfactory; question No. 2, I think it would 
be very satisfactory if carried out; question No. 3, would say 
my way of thinking would be for merchants not handling 
trading stamps in each city to organize into a merchants’ 
association, thereby placing in their by-laws section prohibit- 
ing the use of trading stamps. 

In the last six months I have seen such an association 
organized here in this city and at the present time is in a very 
flourishing condition. The merchants speak well of same 
and we never hear of the trading stamps from our retail 
trade. Heretofore seven or eight merchants who were giving 
out trading stamps have discontinued them, simply stating the 
facts to their customers, and all are being benefited by being 
members of the organization. We find upon investigation 
that these merchants throwing out trading stamps have lost 
no trade but have improved somewhat the cash trade through 
customers who were in the habit of running a book account. 
All told it seems to be far more satisfactory without than 
with the trading stamps, both to the merchant and to the 
buying public. 

As far as trading stamps are concerned, I look upon 
them as a source of revenue for those that have them for 
sale only, as I have never come in contact with any one giving 
out trading stamps where it has been a source of profit to 
him in the aggregate sales of the year. 

MERCHANTS SHOULD WORK TOGETHER. 


W. A. Perry, Zanesville, O., writes: 

In reply to your inquiry, we have never had any experi- 
ence with the trading stamp evil in our city, so don’t know 
very much about it. However, a law of the kind of which 
you speak would do no harm and would be more than just. 

We have a strong board of commerce here to which go 
per cent of the merchants belong. In my -opinion the mer- 
chants of the larger places, or even the smaller ones if two 
or more adjoining towns work together, can by co-operation 
deal successfully with questions of this kind. We know just 
how hard it is to get competitors to do this, but in these days 
of combinations’ pools, communities of interest, etc., they 
ought to see plainly the necessity of helping each other as the 
best method of self preservation. 


HAS HEARD MANY CONDEMN THEM. 


J. L. Fulton, Portland, Ind., writes: 

I hardly feel competent to give you an expression of 
value to your readers from the reason that we have had no 
experience in our city or vicinity with trading stamps. They 
have never been used here, and from the reports I have re- 
ceived from their operations elsewhere I hope no one will be 
induced to take them up in this city. 

I have never studied the problem, but have heard so many 
expressions against it from business friends and acquaintances 
whose opinions J think highly of that I am ready to believe 
that it is a pernicious system and against the best interest of 
the legitimate country retail dealer in general. As I look at 
it, if a similar law to the New York law were enacted in 
Indiana it might have two effects. 

One might be to limit, and possibly destroy, the system, 
On the other hand, the promoters of the system might use 
such a law to their advantage by advertising that the security 
is made doubly good because they are required by law to 





redeem them at a given cash value, therefore I am inclined to 
believe that the better way to abate the evil would be to 
educate our merchants throughout the state against it in some 
other manner. 

PUBLIC AND MERCHANTS GLAD TO RID THEMSELVES OF NUISANCR. 

E. M. Bush, Evansville, Ind., writes: 

“I have given the matter of legislation upon the subject 
very little thought. I think, however, the law as passed is 
New York will have the effect of checking the evil, if not 
destroying it. 

“The merchants of this city some months ago came to 
regard the trading stamps with great disfavor. We have a 
retail merchants’ association, and determined as a body to 
discontinue their use. Gave sixty days’ notice to the public 
and found they as well as the merchants were glad to be rid 
of the nuisance. I believe the most effective way to rid a 
community of them is for the merchants to get.together as we 
did and agree not to use them. In communities where there 
are no retail merchants’ associations I would advise their 
formation at once. Through it all such evils as this can be 
modified and frequently done away with entirely.” 


RESULT IS EASILY FORETOLD. 


A. N. Shidler, South Bend, Ind., writes: 

“As regards the trading stamp I would say, while the 
trading stamp found its way in South Bend, it was here in 
evidence only long enough to show its evil and demonstrate 
to the merchants that it is not only very expensive, but not 
worth its value as a business getter. 

“I was very glad to learn that there is one legislative 
body in the United States which has enough interest in the 
merchants, as well as its other constituents, to enact such a 
law as will eliminate the evil of the trading stamp. I say 
eliminate because I believe the result is easily foretold. 

“When the real value of the trading stamp in United 
States currency is made plain to the public it will cease to be 
attractive. The average person who buys here and there for 
the purpose of securing the trading stamp has in mind only 
the attractive article at the stamp store and does not consider 
the price he pays. But when the value in United States cur- 
rency is before him then the insignificance of the discount is 
plain and therefore the trading stamp will not be sought.” 


EACH DEALER SHOULD REFUSE TO HANDLE THEM. 


A. Harshaw, Delray, Mich., writes: 

“One of the greatest questions that is worrying the mer- 
chants of Detroit and vicinity, and I may say throughout the 
state of Michigan, is the trading stamp evil. They are all 
anxious to do away with the trading stamp, but the question is 
what is the best way to accomplish this end? Each one of 
course could refuse to handle them, which would accomplish 
the desired result if all business men would combine and 
agree to have nothing to do with them; but each would soon 
hear that John Doe & Co. across the street, in the same line, 
are giving trading stamps away and taking all their ‘trade. 
Hence I think we should have some kind of legislation on 
the subject. It would be unconstitutional to pass a law pro- 
hibiting their use, so the best method, in my opinion, would be 
to have a law that would restrict their use. The state of 
New York has a law which makes it obligatory upon the 
companies issuing trading stamps to have ‘legibly printed or 
written upon the face thereof the redeemable value thereof in 
lawful money of the United States.’ This law, I am credibly 
informed, is working well and has almost destroyed this evil 
in that state. Hence I think a similar law in Michigan would 
do away with the evil entirely. It would certainly have a 
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tendency to mitigate the evil to a very large extent. I am 
satisfied that our state legislature ought to be asked to pass a 
law at its next session.” 


SHOULD LET THEM SEVERELY ALONE. 


T. Frank Ireland, Belding, Mich., writes: 

I do not think a similar law in Michigan would tend to 
destroy the trading stamp evil. I do not think it would 
mitigate it to any extent. The better way of combating this 
evil would be for the retail merchants to leave trading stamps 
severely alone. A man that is fool enough to invest in them 
ought and will lose good money. One of the greatest benefits 
of associations, both national, state and local, is our ability to 
fight more effectively these trade abuses. If local merchants 
will stand together, there need not be trouble with the trading 
stamp nuisance, 

CASH VALUE OF STAMPS SHOULD BE EQUIVALENT TO PREMIUM 
VALUE. 


A. J. Scott, Marine City, Mich., writes: 

In Marine City we have a local organization, through the 
efforts of which we had the stamps thrown out from all the 
stores here, and I believe that co-operation among all the 
merchants of each city is the most effective way of overcom- 
ing the difficulty. I realize, however, that there are a great 
many Cities in which the merchants do not co-operate as they 
should and this is particularly so in the larger cities. 

In regard to the New York law which places a redeemable 
cash value on trading stamps, if I am not mistaken, a 
similar law was passsed by one of the western states, Minne- 
sota, 1 believe, but it did not produce the desired result, for 
the trading stamp companies printed a cash value of 1 mill 
across the face of each stamp, and naturally those who collect- 
ed the stamps preferred the premiums to a settlement in cash 
on the basis of 1 mill for each stamp. Unless law forces the 
stamp companies to place a cash value equivalent to the value 
of the stamps in premiums, I don’t see that that kind of legis- 
lation will have very much effect. 

I understand that some cities have passed ordinances 
which place an almost prohibitive tax upon trading stamp 
companies and a similar tax upon the people who handle them. 
Until some state law is devised which prevents their issuance, 
I believe that the local ordinance idea is as good as any. 


NEW YORK LAW WAS ALL RIGHT. 


Fred J. Cook, Fowlerville, Mich., writes: 

“IT haven’t unlimited confidence by any means in my judg- 
ment regarding trading stamps, not having come in contact 
with the proposition very materially. I would think, how- 
ever, that the New York law was all right and that a similar 
law in Michigan would tend to practically destroy the evil. I 
could not think of a better way of abating this evil than the 
New York law except for merchants to absolutely refuse to 
have anything to do with the trading stamp proposition.” 

THE TRADING STAMP IS A FAKE. 

Frank F, Porter, Chicago, writes: 

I think such a law as New York has recently passed 
would be not only a just law, and while it might not mitigate 
the trading stamp evil, would tend to show it up in its true 
character—a fake. Another better law would be one com- 
pelling merchants to sell the goods they advertise at the ad- 
vertised price, in regular merchantable sizes. This would kill 
the effect on the public of a dealer advertising a well known 
article at a price less than the cost to manufacture, and when 
the customer calls for same they find it of such a size that 
only a dwarf or a giant could wear the article. The dealer has 
the customer in his place of business and takes his chances of 
selling them something else, which is the sole object of the 
advertisement. Make laws compelling people to do as they 
agree to do in advertisements, and you would, in my opinion, 
stop most of this fake advertising. 

EVERY STATE IN UNION SHOULD PASS SIMILAR LAW. 

L. D. Ray, Belvidere, Ill., writes: 

“T most heartily endorse the law passed by the New York 
legislature in regard to the trading stamps, and I think if 
every state in the union passed a law compelling every com- 
pany that issues trading stamps or premium cards would com- 
pel them to print their value on the face of the stamp, that 
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they were redeemable at so much in legal tender of the United 
States, also make the company deposit a per cent of the 
amount issued with the state treasurer, the same as a bank 
does for the paper it issues, I think it would come to a point 
where they would not care to issue stamps. I consider them 
one of the worst features the retail merchant has to contend 
with and one of the worst things that make the people think 
they are getting something for nothing. Would be willing to 
use my best efforts in regard to getting a law passed im 
Illinois of that kind.” 


A GRAFT ON BUSINESS. 


Taylor Frier, Louisiana, Mo., writes: 

“I am glad to see that the legislatures are taking up the 
question of the trading stamps and requiring them to place the 
value of each stamy upon the face of it. We believe a law 
similar to the one passed in New York would do a great deal 
of good towards eliminating this evil in Missouri. It would 
be better if a law could be passed eliminating them entirely. 
It is a nuisance and simply is a graft on the business interests 
of the country. 

“Personally we have had some experience and have long 
since made up our minds to let them severely alone.” 


AN ANTI-PREMIUM LAW SHOULD BE PASSED. 


F. W. Ritter, Hedrick, Ia., writes: 

I certainly believe that the bill just passed in the New 
York legislature on account of the trading stamps is certainly 
a good thing. 

I think a similar law in Iowa would be a good thing. I 
think it would wipe the stamp business out. The feature of 
having them redeemable in United States money in my judg- 
ment is good. I don’t see where I could make a better sug- 
gestion than that as far as the stamps are concerned, but I 
would like to say that in my judgment there ought to be a 
law passed prohibiting anybody offering premiums of any 
kind or description as an inducement of winning people’s 
trade, as I believe the premium proposition as well as stamps 
are a nuisance in every respect to both the purchaser and the 
selier, I think the only way to win a business and hold it 
and gain the people’s confidence is to sell them goods at what 
they are worth and not misrepresent or mislead them with a 
premium proposition. I would like, if I were able, to say 
something te induce the law makers to pass a law as above 
stated that would prohibit anybody from giving premiums of 
anv kind as trade winners. 

MAJORITY OF MERCHANTS COMBINED TO FIGHT TRADING STAMPS. 

J. A. Cole, Topeka, Kan., writes: 

We have not been troubled with them in this city or, to 
my knowledge, in this state for the past three years. Just 
previous to that time they were doing a flourishing business 
here and while we tried to tax them out of business through 
city ordinances, they fought the cases and invariably won out, 
until a majority of the merchants took the matter up and 
agreed to not only not handle any stamps, but went after them 
so hard through the press and otherwise that they were 
forced to discontinue their business and we have been entirely 
free from them since that time. In regard to the law you 
mention passed by the New York legislature, it appears to me 
that any actual money value placed upon these stamps would 
work the wrong way and increase the demand for them

They have very few of our good houses, and we think 
they will be cut out of the department stores as well as the 
better class of merchants. There is no question but what we 
can eliminate the trading stamp business without going to the 
state legislature to have a bill passed, as the merchants are 
endowed with some good common sense and they have de 
cided to abolish this evil. .

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Catalogue House Competition. 


We take pleasure in presenting herewith a number of interesting letters we have received 
from various branches of the trade, commenting on the question of catalogue house competi- 
tion. The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the ranks of 
legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitiously nearer with each succeeding 


month. 


ADVANTAGES OF CATALOGUE HOUSE TRADE. 


A well-known manufacturer of hardware specialties, who 
met a representative of this*paper on a railroad train early 
this week, delivered himself on this subject substantially as 
follows: “My total sales are in the vicinity of $600,000 a 
year, and my sales to one of the Chicago catalogue houses is 
$135,000 a year and to the other $80,000 a year, while I sell 
some $30,000 or so annually to smaller concerns who are not 
what you would exactly call ‘in accord’ with the legitimate 
hardware trade. This makes nearly half my output, and the 
other -half goes mainly to 35 or 40 jobbers and a few large 
retailers. The catalogue houses pay on the ndil—there is no 
waiting’ and no bad debts. I make one trip to Chicago each 
year, see the buyers of the two large cataiogue houses per- 
sonally, and when the deal is closed I know exactly how 
much net I make on the two deals. Then, too, there is no 
bickering, no rebates, no kicking about broken packages. 

“So much for one side of the shield. Now take the other. 
I have to employ several traveling salesmen and pay them 
good salaries, and have to advertise so that the retailer will buy 
of the middleman. Then, too, I often have to wait until the 
account is long past due before I see the color of the jub- 
ber’s money. 

“Besides this, many jobbers by publishing alleged ‘papers’ 
hold me up. Then there are various retail souvenirs I am 
expected to advertise in and some jobbers go so far as to levy 
a contribution on me for placing my cuts and descriptions in 
their regular catalogues. Do you wonder that in spite of 
the good terms I make the catalogue houses my net profit 
from their business is larger than that I receive from the 
legitimate trade? 

“Moreover, my catalogue house business is steadily growing 
—my sales to the jobbing trade are falling off. Unless the 
hardware trade can give me some substantial assurance that 
I can keep more than half my force steadily busy I feel like 
getting a few more catalogue houses on my list and making 
no effort to sell the so-called legitimate trade. I am in busi- 
ness to make money. I would be a fool if I didn’t cater to 
the most desirable customers I can get. I want all the 
trade I can get and believe in making proper differentials to 
hold the trade. Now the other day a jobber who bought 
exactly $800 worth of goods from me last year paid me in 
notes, the last of which was paid seven months after he re- 
ceived the goods, and whose ‘offishness’ kept my salesman 
dallying around two days to secure his order, made a kick 
to have me sell him goods at much less than I was selling 
the catalogue houses, so that he could still make his rather 
excessive profit on them and sell them to the retail trade at 
prices that would enab‘e them to make a big profit and still 
undersell the catalogue houses. 

“I don’t want such business. It is not to my interest to sell 
goods at a loss and injure my best customers in doing so. 
Would you do it?” 


A CRITICISM OF A RECENT EDITORIAL. 


One of the boys on the road took exception to the editorial 
on Cataiogue House Competition in our May 28th issue, as 
follows: 

“While admitting that THe American ARTISAN has always 
been a resolute champion of retail hardware dealers in their 
fight against the catalogue houses, I think your editorial 
opposing the views on this question of Messrs. Norvell and 
Simmons did more harm than good. You say that Mr. 
Norvell is six years behind the times because he advocates a 





‘bureau of information’ that would bring manufacturers sell- 
ing catalogue houses to time. Is he not in advance of the 
retailers in showing an effective method of calling down 
manufacturers who are growing rich by straddling the fence? 

“Too many manufacturers think any old cock and bull 
story will do for the jobber and retailer, and that they can 
hold their trade anyway, whiie they must make every con- 
cession to hold the big catalogue house buyers. It’s soft soap 
to the small buyer, fat discounts to the big buyer. What 
grudge have you against E. C. Simmons anyway? You sneer 
at his claim that greater aggressiveness on the part of the re- 
tailer is al] that is needed, and I ask you frankly if the re- 
tail hardware associations really meant business instead of 
coming together so that they could sponge on the traveling 
men for a ‘good time,’ would not that solve the problem? 
Both of these are practical remedies. How are Bogardus 
and Be:knap going to do away with trade differentials? Is 
the manufacturer going to give dealers prices they are not 
entitled to simply because they want them? Of course I do 
1u0t expect you to publish this letter, but I supposed you had 
the courage to advocate a real remedy rather than a fake one.” 


PRICE DIFFERENTIAL NEEDS MODIFICATION, 


An Iowa retailer writes: “I am glad to see that the battle 
against the catalogue house that THe AMERICAN ARTISAN has 
fought for so many years has roused the jobbing interests out 
of their self-complacency and has caused a general study of 
methods of fighting this evil. I think the best article on this 
subject ever published was a “Random Sketch” some years 
ago, which called extended attention to the difference between 
prices in the Chicago catalogues and those made by the job- 
bers to the retai:ers. I think this article did much to awaken 
the jobbers to the fact that they had to do something in the 
matter. I think after trying all sorts of schemes the trade 
are on the right track. Pres. Bogardus has found the cause 
of the trouble, which is the abolition of the price differential. 
Retailers should be tired of having manufacturers say, “I am 
with you, and if you will buy $5,000 worth of screw drivers 
I will give you the largest discount anybody gets.” They 
might just as well offer a dealer a free excursion through 
Europe provided the dealer sailed across the Atlantic in his 
private yacht.” 

TOO MANY COOKS SPOIL THE BROTH. 

A Missouri retailer writes: “‘Cataiogue house competition 
is a poor frayed thing. Anything will bust it if you take in 
all that’s said about the matter. Prof. Norvell says a little 
digest powder sprayed over them will do the work like Paris 
green. Prof. Simmons says the children should go out and 
pull them up. Pres. Bogardus says to give the legitimate 
plants the watering and not the weeds. That’s the best idea, 
but personaly I like the idea originally written in your paper 
and read before the Missouri meeting later to the effect that 
laws should be passed killing fake advertising—that’s the 
only kind of fertilizer that the weeds can grow by anyway. 
Choke off the supply and they are dead. Farmers never 
learn. They pay $43.99 and freight for $35 buggies just be- 
cause the advertisement says “regular $75 quality,” and next 
year they buy a ‘$50 quality’ steel range for $23.45 and freight 
that I would sell them for $20 and make a bigger profit than 
I have yet made on any steel range.” 

A GAME OF BLUFF. 

An Ilinois hardware dealer who visited our office this 
week, on being asked what he thought of this question, said: 
“Tt’s a game of bluff played on the retailers coming and going. 
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The catalogue house prices don’t average up any cheaper 
than ours, but they get good prices on some articles, and 
their catalogue is one colossal bluff that retailers are too lazy 
to call by local advertisements. Every salesman that comes 
into my store puts up a bluff. He says, ‘Our house turned 
down an $8,000 order from Sears-Roebuck the other day be- 
cause we have conscientious scruples, and what reward 
do they get for doing this in your interests? Here you re- 
fuse to buy our goods because you are stocked up. Is this 
the thanks we get?’ Now, his house and the prices they ask 
for the kind of goods they seil could no more get an order 
from a catalogue house than ‘an 8-year-old boy could sell 
John P. Rockefeller a $1,000,000 life insurance policy. 

“The salesman gets his bluffing idea from the manufac- 
turer. They sel a $2,000 order to the catalogue house and 
then tell the trade, ‘Why, we can’t sell you on time at the 
cash price we sell the catalogue houses. Why, they take a 
fourth of annual output. If all the members of your asso- 
ciation bought more of our goods we could make you good 
prices, too.’ 

“The jobbers bluff too. I suppose you noted what Mr. 
Simmons said at Atlanta, viz., the only reason the hardware 
trade didn’t bury the catalogue houses under the sod a year 
ago was hecause they didn’t buy more goods—bicycle, was it? 
—from the Simmons Hardware Co. Another bluff is the one 
to the effect that the parcels post is going to help the retailer. 
I think it is time for the retailers to call all these bluffs.” 

A JOBBERS’ BATTLE, 

An Indiana retailer wrote us: “I am glad to see this agita- 
tion of the catalogue houses by the jobbers. The first man 
identified with the jobbing trade to see this was Secretary 
Fernl-y of their association. Since he took hold of the mat- 
ter the jobbers have been doing more and more every year. 
At first they dodged the issue, saying the retailer should fight 
it out, but the latter, driven to desperation, have forced home 
to the jobbers the apparent insurmountable fact that the job- 
bers have more at stake in this matter than the retailer. I 
was glad to see your paper ca:l down the jobber, who said 
that aggressiveness on the retailers’ part was what was need- 
ed. We have been putting up with this line of talk too long. 
it is aggressiveness on the jobbers’ part that is needed. 

“The catalogue house can make heavy inroads into the 
retailers’ trade, but they can’t destroy all the retailers. No 
town of even 1,000 inhabitants can get along without a hard- 
ware dealer. By adopting modern methods, preaching qual- 
ity rather than price, preaching local patriotism and adver- 
tising, the retailers can stick it out in some kind of shape. 

“But if the jobber cannot handle the manufacturers’ goods 
and sell them to retai:ers at prices to meet catalogue house 
competition, then progress will have squeezed him out. The 
retailer will be forced to become a co-operative buyer, gomg 
directly to the manufacturer—in some cases going individ- 
ually. Each city will sée a co-operative warehouse run by 
the retailers. The freight margins they will thus gain and 
the jobbers’ profit will put them on a basis where they can 
successfully fight catalogue houses. But it has not come 
to this. Sears, Roebuck & Co. and Montgomery Ward & Co. 
are a mere bagatelle compared with the hardware jobbing 
interests. The latter are awakening slowly to their inevit- 
able destiny. Already they are checking catalogue houses of 
the convenience of buying from their stocks. as less than a 
month ago Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. took this de- 
cisive action. They have one more step to take and that is 
to force manufacturers to follow out the Bogardus plan that 
other considerations, besides quantity should regulate the 
price. They must canvass the subject thorough'y, hiring $10,- 
coo men and $5,000 men to figure out exactly the prices at 
which sales to jobbers and to catalogue houses should be 
made, so that allowing all a reasonable profit there would be 
@ PRICE EQUALIZATION between catalogue house and retailer, 
and the retailer can do the rest, or if he can’t he should sell 
out to some one who can.” 


Weed & Co., Buffalo, N. Y., hardware dealers, were 
visited by fire recently, and were damaged to the ex- 
tent of nearly $30,000.

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GOOD SHOWING OF IOWA INSURANCE ASSCIA- 
TION. 








The Iowa Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Insurance As- 
sociation was organized August 20, 1903. Since that 
time they have placed on their books about $350,- 
000.00 of insurance among members of their associa- 
tion, and are constantly adding new members. and 
placing additional insurance. 

The board of directors of the association recently 
declared a dividend on policies expiring on or before 
Feb. 15, 1905, of 20 per cent on premiums received 
for the business of that period. As fast as the renewal 
dates occur checks are being forwarded to policy hold- 
ers for the amount of their rebate which in most cases 
is of course returned to the company with the draft 
for the renewal of the next year’s business. 

The dealers seem highly pleased with the nice divi- 
dend that has been declared as they know well that 
during the period of organization the ratio of expense 
incurred to the premiums received would be much 
higher than at any other time. 

The plans of the association are to make a concert- 
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ed effort to increase the amount of insurance carried 
on our books by such a percentage that they can so 
reduce the ratio of expense of management that not 
more than Io per cent will be needed for this item. 

One of their sister associations has already reduced 
the expense of management to about 12 per cent and 
for a series of years their percentage of loss has been 
less than 25 per cent. 

These two items are, of course, the principal factors 
of their expense, as they entirely eliminate agents’ sal- 
aries or commissions and secure new business by 
means of correspondence and mutual interest of policy- 
holders, directors, and members of their allied retail 
association. 

One of their correspondents and policyholders makes 
use of the following very complimentary language in 
renewing his policy for another year. He says: “To 
exploit a new company, and make it pay back a part 
of the premium during the first year of its existence, 
reflects most creditably upon the economy, as well as 
the executive ability of the company’s officers. The 
showing made is certainly very auspicious and must 
have a salutary effect upon the future progress of the 
association.” 

These words show the spirit and interest taken by 
members and policyholders in the furtherance of the 
work of the association. 

The Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association is 
certainly entitled to great credit for being able to place 
such an organization upon its feet in so short a time, 
and it must be a source of much satisfaction to know 
that it has been able to produce such excellent results 
during its first year’s history.

WHAT CAN BE DONE BY OUR MEMBERS TO 
CREATE A MORE ACTIVE INTEREST IN 
ASSOCIATION WORK. 





INDIVIDUALS CAN DO BUT LITTLE. 


With what thought I have been able to bring to bear on 
this subject I have reached the conclusion that as individual 
members we can do but little to create an interest in associa- 
tion work, but as an association of active, intelligent and de- 
termined members we can accomplish a great deal that will 
“create a more active interest in association work.” The in- 
dividual member can do but little, but if we unite and act on 
the motto that “an injury to one is the concern of all,” then 
we can create that interest which will not only hold those who 
have already joined us but will induce all others “who, see- 
ing our good works,” will become members of our noble order. 


WE MUST HAVE RESULTS. 


Too many of us have stood still and witnessed with 
indifference the many abuses that have been laid upon our 
business by various and conflicting interests at a time when 
we felt that we did not have the power to offer that resist- 
ance which we were sure the occasion demanded. From 
seventeen states associated in our grand fellowship comes the 
glad tidings that a vast throng of these trade abuses is being 
swept away as mists before the morning sun. These happy 
results are creating an interest that will be as lasting as the 
enduring hills. I ask your attention now to just a few things 
that will create a still more active interest in association work 
if we handle them in an intelligent manner and with due 
consideration to the interest of all that may be in any way 
concerned, 

THE CATALOGUE HOUSES. 


We note with no small degree of satisfaction the interest 
that is being manifested by the different associations of job- 
bers and manufacturers in the direction of suppressing and 
curtailing the business of these “business pirates.” It is the 
retail hardware dealer who has created a demand for all the 
standard brands of hardware. Since they have done this, for 
them to stand idly by and without a word of protest see the 
jobber and the manufacturer rob them of their well earned 
trade and turn it over to a lot of business cut-throats is to 
be ‘knocked down and then lie still while your antagonist rubs 
dirt and dung into your hair. 

The jobber and the manufacturer are waking up to the 
situation since our organization has given them to understand 
that we know these catalogue houses can get their supply only 
through them and that we have determined by the eternal 
that we will not handle their goods as long as they try to 
market their wares through these unholy channels. 

Four of the leading wholesale houses of St. Louis, which 
until a very late date made a business of supplying catalogue 
houses, now make pledges that they will do so no more. This is 
not only true of St. Louis, but it is true of most all other 
wholesale centers. Let us continue our demands and our 
subject question will be answered. 


JOBBERS AND MANUFACTURERS. 


In order that we create a more active interest in association 
work -and hold that interest already created undisturbed we 
must have the rights and privileges between the retailer and 
the jobber more clearly defined and sustained. As an asso- 
ciation we have heretofore declared that all manufacturers 
and jobbers of hardware confine their business to hardware 
dealers and that each member of this association pledges him- 
self to use every reasonable effort to enforce this demand. I 
regret to say that I have had complaints from some of the 
membership with a statement that they did not feel that 
interest in our association that they otherwise would if we 
would put in motion some plan to enforce this resolution. 
Some jobbers go so far as to claim that it is no interference 
with our rights for them to sell any and all persons at the 
same price they sell the regular hardware dealer, provided 
only that he is a merchant. They also claim the right to sell 
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the blacksmith. In some towns I find that the dealer is trying 
as he understands it to protect himself against this class of 
jobbers and is withholding his business from them, while in 
other towns no attention is paid to it. It seems to me that 
this association should have some conference with the jobbers 
and reach some conclusion by which the rights of both parties 
could be determined and some measure agreed upon by which 
all parties would be benefited and none injured. There should 
be no antagonism and if we properly understand each other 
there will be none. Let us continue a more healthy and 
active interest by a proper observance of these things and a 
determination to see for all that every interest is properly 
guarded and we will, without a dissenting voice, praise asso- 
ciation work. 

I am not satisfied with the objection to such an agree- 
ment that it will not be enforcéd. I would remind you that 
many associations enforce demands against jobbers and manu- 
facturers that are much more unreasonable than any we are 
likely to make. I call your attention to some of the demands 
of the plumbers. Where is the jobber in plumbing goods 
that will sell to any one not recognized by the plumbers? 

Let our resolutions be fair and reasonable and then 
enforce them. If you say we are weak and cannot enforce 
them, in the language of Patrick Henry I say “When shall 
we be stronger, shall it be the next week or the next year?” 


CO-OPERATIVE FIRE INSURANCE. 


Another thing that will help to create a more active 
interest in association work will be to do something that will 
show in some tangible way that we are doing something that 
will benefit the association membership in other financial 
ways. I do not say that our state association is strong enough 
to start an insurance company of its own, but I believe it is; 
but I do say that we should take insurance with the National 
until such time as we shall start one of our own in the state. 
I do not hesitate to say from statements that I have seen that 
there is at least a saving of 33 1-3 per cent. Let us assist this 
company and by so doing assist our own cash account, and 
this will lead to more active interest in association work. 

BUSINESS AND SOCIAL FEATURES. 

Over and above everything that I have indicated are the 
business and social features of the association. Among our 
membership are the brightest and best dealers in the state. 
We have only to engage one in a discussion of his business 
methods to learn more than the cost of attending the annual 
meeting. We also pick up a great deal of permanent value in 
regard to different kinds of goods and the best place to buy 
them. It is worth more than the cost of the meeting and the 
membership fee to meet the different manufacturers and job- 
bers and get acquainted with them. There are many other 
things too numerous to mention in this short paper that we 
can do as an association and as individual members to help 
create and sustain an interest in association work. 


JOIN THE ASSOCIATION. 


Some time ago I read in some of the hardware journals a 
statement that the retail hardware dealer was like a bashful 
country lover who was happy in sitting on the fence and see- 
ing the girl he loved go by alone on her way home from sing- 
ing school. He did not have the courage to ask to accompany 
her home,. but’ was content in seeing her pass. He may have 
been a good fellow, but as a beau he was not much of a suc- 
cess. 

There is the retail hardware dealer who sees abuses he 
wants corrected, who would like to see reforms carried 
through, who hopes that trade conditions may be improved 
and the general business tone elevated, but who sits on the 
fence and sees the procession move by without the courage to 
join in an effort to affect the necessary reforms. He does not 
join an association and to the extent of his ability and influ- 
ence he deprives the association of his usefulness. Such a 
dealer may be a good fellow, but as a hardware dealer he is a 
“knot on a log,” 

THE COMMERCIAL TRAVELER. 

Too much importance cannot be attached to the benefits 
that can be had through the commercial travelers of the whole- 
sale hardware houses. Do not fail to mention some phase of 
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association work to them and you will always find them free 
to give a word of encouragement. This will be an opportune 
time to let them know that you are depending on them to talk 
the matter over with Mr. Jones, who is not a member of the 
association, and to see that he puts in his application for 
membership and attends the next annual meeting. These 
little attentions and courtesies will be sure te “create a more 
active interest in association work.”

BUSINESS HINTS IN THE HARDWARE LINE. 


NOTHING NEW UNDER THE SUN. 


A notification from our secretary informs me that I 
should furnish a paper on “Business Hints in the Hardware 
Line.” 

Now this does not seem difficult; we have business hints 
in abundance in all our trade papers and other papers and 
books, the difficulty in this instance is to write something 
new. We have heard so much about push, energy, keep to 
the front, etc., that this becomes somewhat stale. .I will, 
therefore, write about what to sell and what not to sell, and 
trust that it may be acceptable, as the subject has not been 
gone into very frequently. 

WHAT TO SELL. 


A hardware dealer should handle everything that properly 
belongs to his business, even some lines that do not pay, pro- 
vided they belong to his business, and especially if there is no 
one else in his town that handles them. As an illustration 
will mention door, cabinet and padlock keys. This line does 
not pay, would say that they represent a loss; the time it 
takes a customer to select one, the number of times they are 
returned, etc. If there is a locksmith in town this line should 
be discarded, otherwise not. 

I take it that the hardware man should keep a good 
assortment of hardware proper; the people expect to find 
these things at his store and should not be disappointed. 
Whatever there is handled, there should be a good assort- 
ment; this will give a store a prestige worth something. A 
general store handles carriage bolts, say 4x2 to ¥%x4; a hard- 
ware store should have, say 4x1 to 44x16, and nearly all the 
intermediate sizes. 

If there are goods that are slow, even very slow sellers, if 
they are part of a line of good goods (say carriage bolts 3x8, 
or corner chisels) they should not be discarded, they help to 
sell other goods. 

Agencies or exclusive sale of well known and well adver- 
tised articles of merit should be obtained. This part of the 
business is very satisfactory and should be pushed to its 
limit. 

Qutside of hardware proper the field is open to a good 
many other lines, whether they are in the hardware line or 
not makes no material difference. Where the grocery man 
sells bar iron and field hoes, the druggist takes orders for iron 
roofing, and the book store sells curry combs, wrenches and 
heating stoves, then the hardware man should not hesitate to 
handle any line that after investigation promises to be profit- 
able. 

WHAT TO DISCARD. . 

When any line of goods becomes unprofitable, either from 
slow sale or low per cent of profit, then the time has come to 
investigate, 

The course to pursue will largely depend on local condi- 
tions. If it is found that a line is going out of use, it should 
be discarded; if it is found that decreased sale is caused by 
too many merchants handling same, and the article is not 
strictly in the hardware line, such as tinware, etc., discard. 
If, however, the goods in question are properly in the hard- 
ware line, look this matter up carefully and find where the 
trouble comes in. You may be paying too much or some 
other make may be more profitable or more satisfactory to 
your customers. Another case: Where it is found that the 
catalogue houses advertise some goods in your line which at 
the price charged by the jobbers you cannot sell at reasonable 
profit, drop these goods and replace them with another good 
make not sold by the catalogue houses. 
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As to what to handle and not to handle, do not take the 
traveling salesman’s word, but use your own judgment. I 
remember a salesman for a cheaper class of plows, not finding 
me very enthusiastic about his goods, told me, “You have to 
kave them; the country needs these goods.” I answered that 
there was no trouble about that; there were six other stores 
in town that handled these goods, and if any one wanted 
them he could certainly get them, so there was no special 
necessity for me buying a carload or more and carry one- 
third or half of them over for next year, and the salesman did 
not get the order. 

NEW LINES TO HANDLE. 


To adopt new lines of goods requires a good deal of care 
and local conditions should be well considered. It should be 
ascertained how many stores in town handle these goods, 
whether they have good assortments of them or not, and the 
probable demands and profits. In deciding whether to put in a 
new line or not, the dealer’s own judgment should be used. 
The salesman who wants to sell to the dealer looks at this 
question in a different view and proper allowance should be 
made on this score. It is easier to buy a new line of goods 
than to discard them should they prove unsatisfactory. 

Having, after proper investigation, decided to add a new 
line, quotations should be had from different houses, other- 
wise, not being posted, prices may be too high and undesirable 
goods may be bought if purchases are made from the first man 
that comes along. 

A moderate stock of these goods should be bought and 
quantities and assortment increased as demands of customers 
dictate. Slow sellers not strictly in the hardware line, even if 
they promise a good profit, should not be added to stock.

A SWEEPING DECISION. 





On June 3, 1904, the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, Judges Wallace, Lacombe and Townsend, 
handed down a far-reaching decision establishing a 
new commercial right in the case of the Enterprise 
Mfg. Co. of Pa, Philadelphia, Pa., against Landers, 
Frary & Clark, New Britain, Conn. The facts in this 
case are.thusly epitomized in the decision rendered 
some year or two ago in the United States Circuit 
Court, District of Connecticut, as follows: 

Since 1866, the complainant and its predecessor have been 
continuously engaged in the City of Philadelphia in the 
manufacture of hardware. The complainant succeeded to 
the business of its predecessor, Enterprise Manufacturing 
Company of Pennsylvania, in the year 1893. During the 
year 1874 its predecessor commenced the manufacture and 
sale of a line of coffee mills of varying sizes, adopting there- 
for a certain characteristic shape,, design, color and orna- 
mentation. Said coffee mills, which have been continuously 
and uniformly numbered 0, 1, 2, 3, 5, 7 and 9, according to 
size, have since 1874 been manufactured by the complainant 
and its predecessor, and sold in large numbers, reaching 
about $75,000 during the year just prior to this «suit. 

The characteristic shape, design, color and ornamenta- 
tion originally adopted for said coffee mills have been re- 
tained without change, to the present day, other sizes with 
different numbers being added from time to time. Nearly 
all of the mills are of the same type and have the same 
characteristic shape and appearance, varying only in size, 
the mills having fly wheels of a particular design and being 
finished in red and blue with decorations in gilt and colors. 
Nos. 0 and 1 are without fly wheels and are finished in black 
with decorations in gilt and colors. Samples of Nos. 0 to 9, 
inclusive, are in evidence. 

In 1876 the complainant’s predecessor also commenced 
the manufacture of a set of mills numbered 2%, 4, 6, 8, 10, 
14, 16 and 18, whose shape, design and color, decoration and 
general appearance differ in no wise from the mills hereto- 
fore mentioned, save that a nickel-plated hopper is substituted 
for the hopper of the other mills. The sale of this line of 
mills has been continuous and the appearance has remained 
the same throughout. Other sizes with other numbers have 
likewise been added. A specimen of No. 2% is in evidence 
as a sample of this line of mills. 

The specimens of complainant’s mills introduced in evi- 
dence are the important selling sizes and they show the 
shape, design, coloring and decoration of the entire line of 
complainat’s coffee mills. 

The complainant’s mills, which are known throughout the 
trade as “Enterprise” mills, have attained a very high reputa- 
tion and are the leading coffee mills on the market. The 
long-continued and uninterrupted use by complaniant atd 
its predecessor, without change, of the characteristic shape, 
design, coloring and decoration of said mills have caused 
the characteristic appearance of the Enterprise mills to be 
well known to the trade, and Enterprise mills are recognized 
by the trade by reason of their unique appearance. 

Defendant, shortly before the filing of the bill in this case, 
after examining complainant’s line of coffee mills, concluded 
to enter for the first time upon the manufacture of the same 
line of hardware and sell it in competition with complainant. 

The defendant therefore commenced the manufacture of 
coffee mills, using parts of mills sold by the plaintiff as pat- 
terns wherever it was convenient or profitable to do so. It 
is now making and selling coffee mills which in all substan- 
tial respects are the same goods as those made and sold by 
the plaintiff, and intends to make, other mills with the later 
style ef hopper which will be substantially the same gocds 
as those made and sold by the plaintiff. 

The decree of the United States Circuit Court, Dis- 
trict of Connecticut, in favor of the Enterprise Mfg. 
Co., was affirmed with costs by the United States Cir- 


cuit Court of Appeals on June 3d last, Judge La- 
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combe’s trenchant arraignment of the appellant cor- 
poration being as follows: 

This cause comes here upon appeal from a decree of 
the Circuit Court, District of Connecticut, restraining. de- 
fendants from unfair competition in trade and for an ac 
counting. Complainant and its predecessors have for thirty 
years been engaged in the manufacture and sale of a line of 
mills for grinding coffee, drugs, etc., of varying sizes, adopting 
therefor a certain characteristic shape, design, color and or- 
namentation, which have become well known to purchasers 
and associated in their minds with the goods of complainant. 
In 1898, or thereabouts, the defendants began to make and 
offer ior sale similar mills and upon discovery thereof this 
suit was brought. 

This is a most aggravated case of unfair trading. Usually 
in these cases, the defendants so dress their goods as to pre- 
sent a number of points of difference on which they rely 
when charged with intent to deceive, insisting that, although 
there may be resemblances, the differences are so great as to 
preclude any idea that they had sought to produce confusion 
Here, on the contrary, they have not only conformed their 
goods to complainant’s in size and general shape, which was 
to be expected, but also in all minor details of structure, 
every line and curve being reproduced and superfluous meta! 
put into the driving wheels to produce a strikingly character- 
istic effect, while the goods are so dressed with combinations 
of color, with decorations reproduced or closely simulated, 
with style of lettering and details of ornamentation that, ex- 
cept for the fact that on the one mill is found the complain- 
ant’s name and on the other the defendant's, it would be 
very difficult to tell them apart. It is elementary law that 
when the simulation of well-known and distinctive features 
are so close the court will assume that the defendants in 
tended the result they have accomplished, and will find an 
intent to appropriate the trade of their competitor, even though 
in their instructions to their own selling agents they may 
caution against oral misrepresentations as to the manufacture 
of the goods. There is evidence to show that purchasers have 
been deceived as to the identity of these mills, but in the 
case of a Chinese copy such as defendants offer to the public 
such proof is hardly needed. 

It is to defendants’ credit that when confronted with 
the charge of copying they have not denied it, nor asserted 
that they were trying to differentiate their own products. On 
the contrary they admit that they “concluded they could 
profitably manufacture this same line of hardware and sell 
it in competition with the Enterprise Company,” and accord- 
ingly commenced the manufacture thereof, “using parts of 
mills sold by The Enterprise Company as patterns wherever 
it was convenient or profitable to do so,” with the result that 
they are “now making and selling coffee mills which in all 
substantial respects, and especially in their effectiveness in 
use and attractiveness are the same goods as those made and 
sold by The Enterprise Company.” 

No doubt with such identity in attractiveness, competi- 
tion with complainant’s mills would be much more effective, 
but defendants overlooked the fact that a court of equity will 
not allow a man to palm off his goods as those of another, 
whether his misrepresentations are made by word of mouth 
or, more subtly, by simulating the collection of details of 
appearance by which the consuming public has come to 
recognize the product of his competitor. 

The decree enjoined the sale of mills of seven sizes which 
had been already offered for sale; and further enjoined the 
sale of “any grinding mills having the characteristic shape, 
design, color and ornamentation of the grinding mills sold 
by complainant, and referred to by the numbers 0, 1, 2, etc.” 
(giving 15 numbers). Although there was no proof of any 
sale of mills corresponding in size to these numbers, the 
decree as to them was warranted by the answer, which avers 
that “defendant also intends to make other mills which will 
be substantially the same goods as other classes of mills 
made and sold by the Enterprise Company.

“We had reason to suspect that these gentlemen actually 
did represent one of our foreign competitors, consequently we 
refused the request as graciously as we could under the cir- 
cumstances. 

“*We have learned that these gentlemen are in this country 
for the purpose of learning ail they can by visits to the plants 
of the manufacturers of hardware, and we know of other 
factories into.which they have endeavored to be shown.’ 

“It is believed that this practice on the part of foreigners 
is really assuming dangerous proportions, because in many 
instances they take back with them, not only the best ideas 
in the manufacturing departments, but also the latest patterns 
of popular goods, and on their return imitate them to the in- 
jury of such American manufacturers as have cultivated a 
foreign trade. It is understood that the two gentlemen above 
referred to are now in this country with that special object 
in view, and this circular advice is issued in the hope that it 
niay save one or two members from future ‘oss.”

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

A quiet feeling prevails. Furnaces are not trying to 
force sales at the present scale of prices. Inquiries 
were more numerous. Producers feel, however, that 
these were made merely to sound the market. They feel 
that the poor demand for pig iron indicates a poorer 
demand for castings. Prices are not the question at 
present, and all concerned are lying low. 

On the whole, producers are more satisfied than 
at the end of last week. Many have filled their books 
with orders which will keep them busy until the mid- 
dle of July. They expect that then the demand will 
be stronger. 

Stocks are falling very low, both of pig iron and 
iron ore. The tie-up on the great lakes has not been 
settled as yet. There are glimmerings of an end, 
however Several vessels were moved last week. The 
machinists’ strike presents no feature except that of 
dogged determination on the part of both contestants. 
Efforts to import men have succeeded only partially. 
It can safely be said that no, settlement may be ex- 
pected in the near future. 

Coke is on a firmer basis. The overstocking of the 
market has been worked off and prices are now more 
normal. 

Northern iron is fitm at $13.50, Chicago, for No. 2. 
No concession will be made by producers. Southern 
irons are held pretty well at $9.25, Birmingham, for 
No. 2. Rumors of some offers at $9.00 are frequent 
but unreliable. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


Business is quite brisk, both specifications on old 
contracts and new business. One large local producer, 
independent, is shading association prices for soft 
steel bars $1 a ton. We quote current association 
prices, Chicago, carload lots, mill shipments, as fol- 
lows. Bar iron, 1.35¢c to 1.40c, base, half extras; soft 
steel bars, 1.46%4c to 1.51%c, half extras; soft steel 
angles, less than 3x3, 1.51%c to 1.56%c; hoops, 
1.56%c.

Stocks are up to an 
abundant level. It is accordingly unnecessary for re- 
tailers to purchase very heavily. Then again, the gen- 
eral apprehension mentioned last week has not sub- 
sided. Dealers are loath to lay in heavily with the 
crop prospects, the uncertain status of the metal and 
iron markets, and a presidential election in the balance. 
Manufacturers are yielding to the slackened pace, let- 
ting up a little in the matter of production. This 
course is especially felicitous at the present time. It 
means a steady market for the next few months with 
no cut-throat price-war. 

The spring season is about over. The natural de- 
cline incident to the end of this period has materialized 
in a very small degree. The late spring held back 
the purchasing of warm weather goods. The demand 
for these articles is very strong now, when the market 
would otherwise be quite dull. 

Wire nails, cut nails, barb wire and smooth fence 
wire are not selling so freely. Contract orders are 
about all filled. Prices are unchanged. Demand from 
stores is very satisfactory, however. 

On the whole there was a falling off in prices on 
hardware commodities during the past week. Peerless 
broad axes are now 40 and 50 per cent off list; Red 
Warrior are $27.00 per doz.; New Jennings auger 
bits are 50.10 and 10 per cent; O. S. Elwoods wire 
stretchers are 25c higher—$6.00 per doz.; cast iron, 
japanned shelf-brackets are 50.10 and 10 per cent off 
list. Pitcher spout pumps are quoted as follows, each: 
No. 1, 90c; No. 2, $1.00; No. 3, $1.10; No. 4, $1.40. 
Double pointed tacks are now 90 and 20 per cent off 
list. Pelouze counter scales are at 40 and Io per cent. 


STOVE BOARDS. 
‘Prices on embossed boards with paper lining have 
declined. This is said to be due to the pressure of 
outside competition. 





SHOVELS 


Competition in this field likewise has weakened the 
market, forcing down prices to a low level. The 
goods are selling very well, most dealers taking ad- 
vantage of the suicidal competition.
